Recycling Costs May Force 
Once a Week Trash Pickup

After three hours of discussion 
of refuse and recycling issues, 
only two areas of consensus were 
apparent among the members of 
the Greenbelt City Council: that 
changes must be made to the 
city’s collection programs, and 
that determining what those 
changes should be will not be 
easy. Council met on December 
2 with members of the Recycling 
Advisory Committee and mem- 
bers of the refuse collection crews 
to discuss the committee’s pro- 
posals, 

The Problems 

There are several current prob- 
lems with .the city’s recycling/ 
_ tefuse collection system. One is 
dissatisfaction with the current re- 
cycling contractor. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin said that the 
city has' told the company that it 
Is not\meeting the terms of its 
contract. While that notification 
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led to a brief improvement, ser- 
vice has again deteriorated and 
the company has expressed its 
desire to be let out of the con- 
tract. However, the city has 
found little interest among other 
companies in picking up the ser- 
vice, although McLaughlin felt 
more might be interested either 
with a longer term contract or if 
they did not have to collect from 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI). 
One company has expressed in- 
terest, but would charge roughly 
twice the current cost per house- 
hold. McLaughlin felt that the 
city would continue to have 
complaints with any private con- 
tractor. 

Even with the current con- 
tract, the refuse/recycling fees 
are not covering costs. For the 
current fiscal year, the adopted 
budget shows refuse collection 
roughly breaking even ( a loss of 
$300 is expected), while the re- 


cycling budget was projected to 
lose $26,400. The comparisons

Playwright Daniel Young

On first meeting Daniel Ray 
Young, one immediately notices 
that he is a youngish man of 
large proportions with a dark 
brown beard and medium brown 
eyes. But, one is struck most by 
the intensity of his speech. For 
Dan Young, life is an endless 
drama played out on a stage that 
he has been privileged to create. 
Dan is both the writer and the 
director for “Maryland Special 
Project #1: The Greenbelt 
Story,” scheduled to open at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center (GAC) on 
January 10. The play celebrates

I thank Mayor Bram and the 
City Council for giving me the 
opportunity to speak at the last 
Council meeting, and appreciate 
their postponing a vote about the 
fate of the Northway speed 
humps until the December 16 
council meeting. 

The trial period is now over. 
Speed/traffic studies reported on 
Oct. 8, 1996 by the city planner 
show that (since the addition of 
speed humps) traffic on the 
Woodland Hills part of Northway 
has “decreased by 230 vehicles 
per day.” These 230 trips have 
been deflected onto other neigh- 
borhood streets and average 
speeds on these adjoining streets 
have also increased. 

If you live on an adjacent 
street which has experienced an 
increase in traffic and vehicle 
speed, or if you no longer use 
Northway because of the speed 
humps, our mayor and city coun- 
cil need to know. 

If you sit back and do noth- 
ing, the speed humps will stay. 
But, if you come to the Council 
meeting on Dec. 16, 8 p.m., your 
presence will let our mayor and 
council know that these speed 
humps have got to go.

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Just Say “No” 
To Speed Humps 


In December of 1994, the 
City Council yielded to the re- 
quest of the Woodland Hills 
Community Association and 
voted to direct city staff to in- 
stall three speed humps on 
Northway between Hillside 
Road and Woodland Way and to 
install additional stop signs on 
Northway. Council directed city 
staff to spend city tax money to 
install speed humps and addi- 
tional stop signs on Northway 
on a trial basis. At its August 
9, 1994 worksession, Council 
agreed that these measures 
should be tried for a one year 


period and reexamined in Sep- — 


tember, 1995. This reexamina- 
tion will be on the agenda at 
Council’s Monday, December 16 
meeting at 8 p.m. 

Reviewing the written infor- 
mation in the city’s records as 
they relate to the decision to in- 
stall speed humps and stop 
signs on Northway is distress- 
ing. City staff unanimously 
agreed that the speed humps 
were not necessary and advised 
the Council not to install them. 
These City professionals in- 
cluded: the Chief of Police, the 
Chief of the Fire Department, 
the Director of Public Works, 
the Director of the Planning 
Department, and the City Man- 
ager, 

Interestingly, in the same re- 
ports advising Council against 
installation of speed humps, the 
staff of the police department, 
the planning department, and 
the city manager recommended 
to council that sidewalks be in- 
stalled on Northway. Residents 
of the Woodland Hills commu- 
nity did not want sidewalks on 
Northway. Furthermore, the 
planning department staff ad- 
vised Council that if they did 
vote to install speed humps on 
Northway, Council should in- 
stall nine speed humps. ~ The 
Woodland Hills community was 
not in favor of nine speed 
humps. 

Northway residents daily 
park next to the stop sign island 
on Northway. It is illegal to 
park within 30 feet of a stop 
sign. Has the City’s parking en- 
forcement officer ever ticketed 
these illegally parked cars? 

Council’s decision to install 
speed humps and stop signs on 
Northway disregarded the rec- 
ommendations of city staff 
whose experience, education, 
training and expertise qualifies 
them to advise and assist Coun- 
cil by providing Council with 
objective and accurate informa- 
tion on areas and subjects for 
which council members may not 
have personal expertise. 

The Woodland Hills Commu- 
nity Association represents a 
minority of city residents af- 
fected by the Northway speed 
humps and stop signs. Council 
will reexamine the changes it 
made on Northway at the 8 
p.m. council meeting on Mon- 
day, December 16. If you want 
Council to know what you think 
about the speed humps and stop 
signs on Northway and what 
impact Council's decision has 
had on your neighborhood, I 
urge you to attend the council 
meeting on Monday night.

GHI $6.96 Million Budget Passes 


by Mary Moien 

The Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
1997 budget had its final reading 
and passage at the December 5 
meeting of the GHI Board of Di- 
rectors. The final budget ap- 
proved was for $6.96 million, up 
from $6.8 million in 1996. In- 
creases to the budget were fo- 
cused in the areas of real estate 
taxes, trash collection and mainte- 
nance. Interest payments and ad- 
ministrative expenses decreased 
from 1996. Increases in member 
charges, to be found on the 
January 1997 payment schedule, 
averaged 3.5 percent. The in- 
creases range from 3.2% for 
frame homes to 3.9% for ma- 
sonry homes and 4.1% for the 
larger homes. 

One expense area that has 
shown substantial increase over 
recent years is the real estate tax. 
The GHI budget indicated that 
real estate taxes have risen ap- 
proximately 50% between 1990 
and 1997, from about $1.15 mil- 
lion in 1990 to the estimated 
$1.67 for 1997,

Room of the Greenbelt Library. 
Dan pored over old issues of The 
Cooperator and the Greenbelt 
News Review. Some of the 
newspaper clippings and photo- 
graphs will be used in the pro- 
duction, which Dan describes as 
a multimedia event combining 
slides, videos and film. 

He also relied heavily on the 
printed oral histories and recollec- 
tions of Greenbelt’s pioneer fami- 
lies. Stories, anecdotes, thoughts 
and feelings have become part of 
the script. Dan’s assistant director, 
Julie McCullough, interviewed 
several current and former resi- 
dents to create a sense of how 
people feel about Greenbelt to- 
day. 

The first script Dan produced 
was very long. “I ended up with 
a 4 1/2 hour play,” Dan stated. 
He knew that even a hardened 
Greenbelter would not sit through 
that much dialogue, so many 
dearly loved scenes would have 
to be cut. He describes the pro- 
duction now as similar to a stone 
skipping across a lake. Many top- 
ics are touched upon, but few are 
examined in depth. 

Most of the characters in the 
play are composites of real 
people. Other than President 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt and 
Rexford Guy Tugwell, no real 
names are used. “I wanted my 
characters to be generic types,” 
Dan explains. “If I used real 
people, every one would have a 
different idea of who should be 
in the play. I tried to find lines 
and quotes that would fit a type 
of person that I wanted to por- 
tray.” 

Once the play was written and 
accepted by FOGM and GAC, 
the production began. Casting 
was one of Dan’s biggest chal- 
lenges. The play is scheduled to 
open soon after Christmas. Many 
actors and actresses were reluc- 
tant to commit to rehearsals every 
night of the week during the holi- 
day season. Others were cast in 
GAC’s “Twelfth Night” or other 
productions, and were not avail- 
able. 

By the end of November, Dan 
had finally filled all 10 of his po- 
sitions. Rehearsals are now in 
full swing. “The cast is recog- 
nizing things in the characters 
that they love — and that’s excit- 
ing to see,” Dan commented. 

As a person who came to 
know Greenbelt fairly recently, 
Dan is especially excited about 
the wealth of material on the cre- 
ation of the city and how it has 
grown over the years. He was

A Mixed-up Story and With-it 
Cast Create Much to Like

Performing Shakespeare is 
no easy feat. Performing it 
well requires more than a 
knack for memorization and a 
nice pair of tights. The intrica- 
cies of speech, the characters’ 
eccentricities, not to mention 
occasional implausibilities in 
the story-lines, are dependent 
on the relative gifts of actors at 
hand. Happily, plentiful gifts 
are showcased in Greenbelt 
Arts Center’s production of 
Twelfth Night. 

The Plot 

Directed by Stephen Cox 
and Norma Ozur, and produced 
by Laurie Hardman, the play is 
counted among Shakespeare’s 
comedies. The story begins as 
twin brother and_ sister, 
Sebastian and Viola, are sepa- 
rated at sea and each presumes 
the other dead. Arriving in 
Illyria, Viola, for safety’s sake, 
takes on the disguise of a 
young man, “Cesario,” after 
which she becomes a page in 





Tugwell Room. “Some of them 
literally fell apart in my hands,” 
he said, a note of agony in his 
voice, “I photocopied stuff I 
didn’t plan to use just to preserve 
it,” he remarked.

Duke Orsino’s court. 

The Duke, who has been 
unsuccessfully courting Count- 
ess Olivia, sends Cesario to see 
Olivia on his behalf. Olivia 
instead takes a shine to the lat- 
ter, believing the page to be a 
young man. Cesario/ Viola, 
however, finds herself falling 
for Duke Orsino, but can do 
nothing about it. 

Olivia’s household is host to 
a variety of off-beat characters, 
including affable, drunken Sir 
Toby Belch; his dim sidekick, 
Sir Andrew Aguecheek; and 
Feste, the sharp-witted jester. 
The three are joined by Maria, 
Olivia’s serving woman, in a 
plot to have Malvolio, a prig- 
gish steward, put away as a 
mad-man. 

Ultimately, Sebastian and 
Antonio, a sea captain, arrive 
in Illyria. Trouble ensues 
when, unbeknownst to each 
other, the twins are mistaken 
for one another in a variety of 
circumstances, some life-threat- 
ening, particularly when Sir 
Andrew is goaded into chal- 
lenging Cesario to a duel. 

As a result of mistaken 
identity, Sebastian ends up 
married to Olivia, after which 
he and his sister are reunited. 
The page’s true identity as a 
woman thus revealed, Duke 
Orsino conveniently gets over 
his pining for Olivia and joins 
with Viola. Sir Toby makes 
good on a promise and marries 
the serving-woman, Maria. 

In the end everyone is 
happy excepting Malvolio, who 
is still very riled at the mis- 
treatment he’d been dealt. 
However, no one else is par- 
ticularly concerned. 

The Cast 

The Arts Center production 
uses real musicians, minimal 
props and an innovative the- 
atre-in-the-round seating ar- 
rangement to effectively sup- 
port a terrific cast. In such a

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Greenbelt Holiday Season 
Marred by Six Robberies 


Robberies were prevalent in 
Greenbelt during the Thanksgiv- 
ing Day weekend and the week 
ending December 6. All but one 
of the six robberies occurred in 
the Springhill Lake area of the 
city. Four involved the use of 
handguns. One armed robbery, 
occurring near the 40 Court of 
Crescent was closed with the ar- 
rest of two juvenile suspects. 

On December 4 at about 7 
p.m., Greenbelt police received a 
report of the Crescent Rd. rob- 
bery. The victim told the police 
that she had been walking home 
from the grocery store when she 
was approached from behind by 
two youths. One of them pointed 
what appeared to be a black 
handgun at the victim and de- 
manded money. The other robber 
took the victim’s purse and bag 
of groceries. Both youths then 
fled on foot toward Ridge Rd. 

_ A citizen advised officers that 
he had observed two people 
matching the description given of 
the suspects running across the 
Spellman Overpass toward the 
7700 block of Hanover Parkway. 
Another person told the police 
two persons matching the descrip- 
tion given by the victim had been 
observed in the 7700 block of 
Hanover Parkway passing be- 
tween them what appeared to be 
credit cards. 

A K-9 dog and handler were 
brought to the scene. The dog 
followed a track to an area across 
from the Greenway Shopping 
Center. A short time later, two 
suspects were stopped by an of- 
ficer in the rear of the shopping 
center.

Under Investigation

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RECYCLING ISSUES 


(Continued from page 1) 


are complicated, however, in 
that both budgets include some 
services not limited to city 
refuse customers, such as road- 
side park trash pickup, the 
drop-off recycling center and, 
as pointed out by committee 
member Leonie Penney, collec- 
tion and disposal of the city 
government’s refuse. The actual 
recycling deficit will likely be 
higher than projected in the 
budget, which 
$12,500 in revenues from the 
sale of recyclables. However, 
this projection proved optimis- 
tic, as prices for recyclables 
have dropped significantly. 

The results of the recent bal- 
lot issues also present further 
concerns to city officials. How 
will county officials respond to 
the tight budget conditions im- 
posed by voters’ retention of 
the property tax cap and impo- 
sition of tight controls over 
most other taxes and fees? 
McLaughlin expressed concern 
that the landfill disposal rebate, 
already cut by nearly $100,000 
to $57,300 in FY97, could be 
completely eliminated in the 
not so distant future. 

In addition, the city has re- 
cently-learned that it will soon 
lose Windsor Green as a recy- 
cling customer. McLaughlin 
expects two other Greenbelt 
East communities will follow 
suit. While this will reduce the 
city’s recycling collection rev- 
enues, it will also reduce the 
workload if the city crews start 
collecting recyclables. Cur- 
rently, the city has roughly 
1,000 more recycling customers 
than it does refuse customers. 

Committee Proposals 

The Recycling Advisory 
Committee proposed that city 
crews collect recyclables and 
that refuse be collected just one 
day per week. Even though this 
may sound like an even swap, 
it is not. The weight of refuse 
to be collected on that single 
day will be much higher than 
that currently collected in either 


of the current weekly pickups, . 


placing a greater physical bur- 
den on the refuse crews. In re- 
sponse, the committee proposed 
that residents, except for those 
in GHI and those with physical 
impairments, be required to put 


anticipated 


their refuse at the curb for 
pickup, as they now do with 
recyclables. In addition, the 
committee suggested that the 
city provide each resident with 
a wheeled refuse container. 
This would address two con- 
cerns: the extra burden on resi- 
dents and, by allowing use of a 
lifting mechanism on the refuse 
trucks, reduce the burden on 
the crew members. 

Recycling Coordinator Jenni- 
fer Foley and other public 
works officials reviewed the 
proposal, and two alternate 
proposals with the refuse col- 
lection crews. The city esti- 
mates that the committee’s pro- 
posal would save the city 
$23,000/year. If the city as- 
sumed responsibility only for 
collecting recyclables from 
GHI (which city officials be- 
lieve is a major factor in the 
lack of interest among private 
contractors), the city’s refuse/ 
recycling costs are projected to 
increase $9,399 per year. The 
third alternative examined 
would maintain twice weekly 
refuse collection by city crews, 
but with refuse collected at the 
curb, and weekly collection of 
recyclables by a private con- 
tractor. 

This “status quo” option 
would increase costs by 
$137,729. In addition, non- 
GHI residents would have to 


. take their trash to the curb. 


Foley told the News Review 
that curbside collection was 
recommended even under the 
status quo option because that 
is how the Public Works De- 


partment believes that trash, 


collection should be done. She 
said that it currently takes 
twice as long to collect from 
the back yard as it would to 
collect at curbside or from GHI 
units. In addition, there is in- 
creased risk of worker injury 
involved in dragging the trash 
from the back yard, especially 
in bad weather. Foley attrib- 
uted the increased cost to the 
likely doubling of the cost of 
contractor collection (which 
currently costs nearly $60,000). 
She did not specify the other 
factors behind the high cost es- 
timate for this option. 

Each of the plans would

have start up costs of roughly 
$50,000 for the containers and 
public education efforts. 
McLaughlin noted that the 
city staff has not made a rec- 
ommendation either for shifting 


refuse collections to just once 


per week or for using private 

or city crews to collect 

recyclables. | 
Crews’ Response 

The city’s refuse collection 
crews say that the committee’s 
proposal is unworkable. The 
major concern voiced at the 
meeting was the increased 
physical burden upon the col- 
lectors from collecting nearly 
twice as much trash per day as 
under the current system. Jeff 
Keifline said that “we did not 
agree with any of this.” Al- 
though the Public Works De- 
partment memo said that the 
“refuse collectors are willing to 
try out” proposal 2, Keifline 
charged that they only accepted 
it because they were told that 
they would be replaced by con- 
tractors if they did not give 
something up. 

Foley told the News Review 
that, although she had ex- 
pressed such sentiments, her 
statement was not intended as a 
threat. She said that, in talking 
with the crews, she had ex- 
pressed concern that if the city 
did not control its costs, the 
city trash service would not be 
competitive with private con- 
tractors. Foley added that she 
had also pointed out past coun- 
cil commitments to protect city 
workers from job loss. 

All of the current city refuse 
crew members have been work- 
ing on the trash trucks for at 
least seven years. Keifline said 
that he is physically worn out 
from the trash work...With 
younger crews, he said, the 
committee’s proposal would 
“most definitely” be feasible, 
but not with the current staff. 
Supported by the other crew 
members present, Keifline 
charged that the city “uses us 
up and throws us out,” provid- 
ing no opportunity for the col- 
lectors to advance. 
McLaughlin took exception to 
this statement, saying that the 
crew members have the same 
opportunities as other city em- 
ployees. | 

Keifline added that the big- 
gest problem that the crews 
face is the way they are treated 
by the city. He charged that 
they are constantly being 
threatened with termination. 
The city, he said, has a respon- 
sibility to provide a safe work- 
ing environment. It will not be 
safe, he argued, “if you nail us 
with this recycling.” But, he 
added, “Nobody is listening to 
us.” 
~The Public Works Depart- 


ment memo on the three pro-- 


posals noted that the depart- 
ment “is committed to develop- 
ing a system to rotate the 
refuse collectors off the trucks 
permanently after a period of 
time. This will prevent physi- 
cal burnout on the part of the 
collectors/drivers. A plan will 
be developed and presented in 
the future.” However, the city 
officials present did not discuss 
these plans. 
Other Concerns 

Mayor Antoinette Bram re- 
ported that other jurisdictions, 
such as College Park and 
Montgomery County, have gone 
to once per week refuse collec- 
tion and are experiencing prob- 
lems. She asked staff to con- 
tact the appropriate officials in 
these jurisdictions. 


Arthur Cousin noted that 
Greenbelt is currently a “very 
clean city,” and worried that 
less frequent collection at 
curbside would lead to having 
trash piled up on the streets and 
could lead to dumping. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
showed pictures from Greenbelt 
East where residents currently 
put the trash at the curb, not 
always in proper trash contain- 
ers. The problem he has with 
curbside, he said, is that trash 
gets blown all over and be- 
comes a general mess. He also 
said that many homeowners do 
not want “those big containers” 
sitting in front of their homes. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White said that the city has 
“tackled this topic” for nearly a 
decade, back to the original de- 
bate and decision to join the 
county recycling program. He 
said that the city should “stop 
doing the numbers and start do- 
ing what the numbers tell us.” 
He supported proposal 2 as a 
way to initiate the city crews 
into collecting both refuse and 
recycling, with the expectation 
that they would eventually as- 
sume responsibility for collect- 
ing all recyclables. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts asked staff to evaluate the 
feasibility of hiring a separate 
crew to collect recyclables, as 
was urged by city refuse crew- 
man Larry Dodson. Foley 
noted that one problem with 
separate city refuse and recy- 
cling crews’ would be access to 
the city refuse trucks. Leonie 
Penney called proposal 2 a “be- 
trayal.” This proposal, she 
notes, would have citizens give 
up one collection per week, 
make them take their trash to 


the curb, and still require a fee 


increase to balance the budget. 
Although three-quarters of those 
who responded to the city’s 
questionnaire were willing to 
accept once per week collec- 
tion, the question conditioned 
this change on preventing fee 
increases. White responded 
that the city could “eat” the 32 
cent per customer per month 
deficit, thus keeping faith with 
the respondents. He would not 
accept, however, Penney’s con- 
tention that fees would have to 
stay fixed for several years to 
be fair to respondents. 

Putens suggested a small pi- 
lot to find the advantages and 
disadvantages of the various 
proposals. He argued that 
implementation of either of the 
first two proposals would be 
too big a change for the city to 
do right now. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
said that the city needs to focus 
on educating people to recycle 


- and that changing the collection 


procedures may force them to 
recycle more. However, she 
worried that people may get 
very angry over the changes. 

Bram worried about the 
smell of trash left for an entire 
week and about the possibility 
of creating a rat problem in the 
city. She declared herself “very 
reluctant” to change the refuse 
collection citizens now enjoy. 
“It works,” she stated. How- 
ever, she would be “very 
happy” to change the recycling 
procedures, which, she said, do 
not work. 

Roberts was clearly unde- 
cided. On the one hand, he 
liked the idea of once a week 
pickup, which would likely 
force people to recycle more. 
On the other hand, he recog- 
nized that it would create prob- 
lems for the crews and-for

lot of trash. 

Davis stated that the collec- 
tion system is broken, but that 
the city just has not seen the 
shards yet. The city has a 
refuse crew that is tired, needs 
better equipment and maybe a 
bigger crew, which will cost 
money. She called proposal 2 
a stop-gap measure. She 
noted, however, that the crews 
have major problems with pro- 
posal 1. Something has to be 
done, she argued, although she 
did not feel that council was 
yet ready to make a complete 
decision. But, the city cannot 
stay with the current system. | 

Next Steps 

The mayor summed up the 
discussion: there was some sup- 
port for proposal 2 and Roberts 
had added a fourth proposal for 
a new recycling crew. She 
asked the city staff to come up 
with a specific recommenda- 
tion. 

Mandatory Participation? 

Putens noted that several 
communities in Greenbelt East 
use private refuse collectors, 
instead of the city trash service. 
With a contractor, collection is 
cheaper and is done right the 
first time. In addition, all trash 
(recyclables, special trash and 
regular trash) is picked up on 
the same day, with no need to 
call for special trash pickup. 
He worried that if the city 
made unpopular but necessary 
changes to the refuse and recy- 
cling collection, more commu- 
nities would go to private con- 
tractors. He said the city 
should do recycling collection 
right, if it assumes the respon- 
sibility, and urged passage of a 
law requiring city residents to 
use city trash collection. 

A Question of Equity 

Roberts, after noting his op- 
position to curbside collection, 
which he felt will create an 
eyesore, worried about treating 
GHI differently than the rest of 
the city. He said he recognized 
that street pickup is not practi- 
cal in GHI, where homes are 
not always near the street. 
However, non-GHI residents 
“will never understand that,” he 
said and will perceive the re- 
tention of backyard pickup in 
GHI as unfair. 

Yes, It is Recycled 

Jay Conway, of Lakeside 
Drive, charged that the contrac- 
tor was not recycling the 
recyclables. He noted that the 
materials are picked up in a 
standard packer truck. Foley 
said that she receives weight 
tickets showing that the materi- 
als are taken to the county Ma- 
terials Recovery Facility for 
sorting and sale. Packer trucks 
are used for the glass, plastic 
and aluminum collection.
